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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims, 1,4-13 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Claims 1 and 13: Claims 1 and 13 have been amended to recite a step of determining by 
a remote server computer that at least one of the diagnosis and treatment code correspond or do 
not correspond to certain known health care services. This language suggests that the remote 
server computer may analyze only one of the two codes, and not both codes. This amendment 
thus raises the issue of new matter because the original disclosure requires that the remote server 
computer analyze both codes, and not just one of the codes (see page 19, lines 19-22 of 
applicant's original specification). The amendments to the claims which raise this issue occur at 
claim 1, line 13, and claim 13, line 16. 

Claims 4-12 and 14-17: Claims 4-12 and 14-17 depend from claims 1 and 13. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 4-13 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claims 1 and 13: Claims 1 and 13 allow for the remote server system to determine that 
one of the diagnosis and treatment codes are not approved and then have the client correct one of 
the diagnosis and treatment codes. This language is indefinite because it is not clear if the client 
is correcting one of the approved codes or one of the non-approved codes. The claim allows for 
the client to correct either one. 

Claim 4: Claim 4, as amended calls for the client to receive one of the revised diagnosis 
and treatment codes and then incorporate one of the revised diagnosis and treatment codes. This 
language is indefinite because it is not clear whether the client is incorporating the code which 
specifically indicated as needing revision, or a code not needing revision. The claim allows for 
the client to incorporate either one. 

Claims 5-12 and 15-17: Claims 5-12 and 15-17 depend from claims 1 and 13. 

Claims 24-35 are allowable over the prior art of record. 



Applicant's amendments and remarks have been considered. 

The amendments submitted herein do not conform to the examiner's suggestions as 
described in the previous office action of October 20, 2003 and raise the issues of new matter 
and indefiniteness under 35 USC 1 12.
